The Coffee County Water 
Authority moved another step 


‘forward with the county-wide 


rural ‘water system expansion 
project recently when bids were 
opened for Phase II of the proj- 
ect, 

Charles Lott, chairman of the 
Coffee County Water Authority, 
said bids were, opened Monday, 
April 11, and: he feels like the 
authority will very soon be able 
to “award the bids to a good 
contractor.” 

The sign-up fee for Phase II 
also ended on Monday, April 11. 
Lott said Phase’ Il, \ which 
includes portions of the county 


north of U.S. Highway 84, 
added 411 new customers to the 
water authority. 

Phase I, which inclided por- 
tions of the county south of U.S, 
Highway 84, brought 944 public 
water customers to the county 
water authority. 

Lott said reaction to the water 
system expansion project has 
been good with more than 1,300 
customers signing up for public 
water, He said the public has 
been very cooperative through- 
out this project; however, he 
said he only wishes more resi- 
dents would have signed up dur- 
ing Phase ll. 

The original sign up fee for 
service was $25. Now that the 


sign-up deadline has passed, 
residents can still sign-up for 
the water service, but they will 
pay a service fee somewhere 
between $450 to $900, depend- 
ing on the property location, 
Once Phase II is completed, 
Lott said the project will com, 
plete what the Coffee County 
Commission set forth to do. He 
Said it will provide access to 
public drinking water for every- 
one in the county that wants it. 
While there are areas within 
the county covered by other 
water systems, Lott said this 
project brings public water to

Ozark Police Officer Chris 
Ford was presented the 2005 
Medal of Honor last week dur- 
ing a Joint Session of the 
Alabama Legislature. 

Officer Ford was selected 
from 12 nominees by the Joint 
Legislative Committee to award 
the Legislative Medal of Honor 
for ‘Law Enforcement Officers. 
Two Biba residents were among 
the 12 nominees for this honor. 

Alabama, State: . Trooper 
Johnny Senn. “and Elba 
Firefighter Wesley . DeVane 
were nominated for the Medal 
of Honor because of the heroic 
actions they demonstrated dur- 
ing the evening of Friday, Nov. 
12,2004; 

The two. Elba residents were 
traveling together, with their 
Wives..when they found the 
results of a horrific accident on 
Alabama Highway, 87 just 
inside the Pike. County line. 
They immediately took action 
risking \their own safety to help 
another person, 

Justin Andrew Wilks of Opp, 
Ala., was trapped inside his 
vehicle following a head-on col+ 
lision, and the vehicle had 
caught. fire, Senn and DeVane 
worked quickly to remove 
Wilks from the cab of his truck 
before the flames reached the 
inside. Moments after DeVane 
and Senn pulled Wilks from the 
buming vehicle, an explosion 
occurred. 

As for Officer Ford, he 
received the Medal of Honor for 
his actions during an incident 
that occurred on April 23, 2004 
while trying to apprehend 
attempted murder suspect Eric 
Boykin. 

According to police reports, 
Boykin was wanted for a shoot- 
ing ‘that took place at the 
Beeline BP gas station-conven- 
ience store at the intersection of 


in Ozark. 

After being spotted by police, 
Boykin led officers - including 
Ford - on a high speed chase 
that lasted for more than an hour 
and only ended after Alabama 
State — Troopers . disabled 
Boykin’s vehicle with. spike 
strips, - 

At that point, Boykin jumped 
out of his’ vehicle and opened 
fire, striking Officer Ford four 
times. Though Ford was wound- 
ed, he and the other officers.on 
the scene returned fire killing 
Boykin. 

Officer Ford was hit in the left 
shoulder, left forearm, lower 
abdomen and chest. Had it not 
been for the armored vest he 
was wearing, the bullet aimed at 


Officer Ford’s chest would have 


been fatal. Even so, the force of 
the bullet left him with a broken 
rib.

It gave me great pleasure last 
month that the open meetings 
reform proposal [ sponsored 
passed and became the first bill 
this session to be sent to the 
Governor for his signature, The 
fight to improve our open meet- 
ings law and increase our citi- 
zen's right to know what hap- 
pens in government has been a 
long time coming, 

For almost 100 years, the 
Alabama Press Association and 
many legislators have made 
numerous efforts to strengthen 
the open meetings law to better 
ensure openness in government. 
All of those efforts have failed 
because special interest groups 
have succeeded in blocking 
these efforts at every turn. 

Letting the sun shine into the 
public arena is the key to build- 
ing confidence and increasing 
accountability for state govern- 
ment. This piece of historic leg- 


islation does that in many ways. 

This proposal helps elected 
officials, the public and the 
media by better defining a meet- 
ing, limiting the reasons a public 
body can go into executive ses- 
sion, requiring minutes be held 
of executive meetings and pro- 
hibiting secret or written ballots 

In addition, the proposal 
establishes clear notice proce- 
dures for all public meetings, 
allows open taping of meetings 
by local citizens, defines what 
constitutes a quorum and allows 
the courts to invalidate actions 
taken in illegal meetings. 

These are tough, new guide- 
lines that will greatly improve 
the ability of taxpayers to know 
all the discussions and actions 
taken by their elected officials. 

Passage of this law did not 
come easy, and there are many 
people and organizations that 
deserve credit for their support. 


Time for a balanced budget

After Nazi Germany conquered Poland in 


September 1939, the activities of Jewish Poles 


were severely restricted. Jews could not own 
radios, telephones, or bakeries. They could-not go 
to movies. They could not teach. They could. not 
travel by train, or mail letters abroad; and they 
were required to step off the sidewalk to allow 


Germans to pass, 


Auschwitz, and elsewhere. Those left knew they 
would also die. The only question was: When and 
how would they meet their deaths?

A pioneer for girl’s athletics, 
Amelia Rhoades was inducted 
into the Alabama High School 
Sports Hall of Fame by the 
Alabama High School Athletic 
Association. She was inducted 
on Monday, March 28, 2005 at a 
ceremony in Montgomery at the 
Garrett Coliseum. Rhoades was 
selected into the Hall of Fame 
over 52 other nominees in the 
state. There were only 11 coach- 
eS state wide that were inducted 
this year. 

“Precious moments and mem- 
ories) flashed through my head 
the morning Dr. Washburn, 
AHSAA Executive Secretary 
called me,” Rhoades said.”He 
congratulated me on my accom- 
plishments and dedication to

Salads are great diet foods and are being added to many fast 
food restaurant menus 


As diet fads sweep the nation, 
fast-food _ restaurants are 
responding by adding salads to 
their menus, But a drive-thru 
may not be the best place to get 
a garden-fresh salad; instead, try 
planting the ingredients for a 
salad in your spring garden. 

Lettuce is the main ingredient 
in a garden salad.. Even though 
it is often thought of as a cool- 
season crop, some heat-resistant 
varieties: of lettuce will thrive 
even in Alabama. 

As soon as temperatures will 
no longer drop below 30 
degrees F, lettuce can be planted 
outside, Start seeds indoors and 
later move the seedlings outside, 
When nights are too cool, cover 
the plants with a blanket, being 
careful to use supports to lift the 
blanket off the soft plants, 
Lettuce can also grow easily in 
containers, Seeds will not ger- 
minate in temperatures above 80 
degrees F, so planting heat- 
resistant Varieties in late spring 
or early summer where they will 


best in Alabama's warmer cli- 
mates. 

Since lettuce seeds are tiny, 
be sure to rid the ground of any 
growing obstacles, such as 


rocks, before planting. * Tilling 


every couple of weeks. with 
compost tea will also ensure 
vigorous growth, 

Tomatoes are also an-essential 
salad component. —Tomatoes 
crave heat and will, therefore, 
grow well during Alabama's hot 
summers, 

Purchase plants from a purs- 
ery and begin planting after all 
danger of frost is gone, Tomato 
plants thrive and the fruits taste 
best when planted where they 
will receive six to cight hours of 
full sunlight, 

Be sure to add ample amounts 
of compost when planting, since 
tomatoes need soils plentiful in 
organic material. They also pre- 
fer soils to have a pH of 6.0 to 
7.0 and consistent: moisture, 
The warmer soil of late April 
and May produce vigorous 


& 


plants carly and can aid in 
decreasing disease problems, 


Crop rotation also will greatly 
improve each year's tomato 


and spray several times with 
compost tea for best results, 

Carrots complete the list of 
common salad — - add-ons. 
Although these—too~ are “often 
thought of as cool-season crop, 
carrots actually perform best in 
temperatures between 60 and 70 
degrees F. Due to Alabama's 
warm climate, carrots can be 
grown in spring, summer or fall. 

Full sunlight and a soil with a 
pH of 5.8 to 6.8 works best for 
producing carrots. Rocky soils 
make for curly, odd-shaped car- 
rots, Remember, the part we cat 
is actually the root. So as with 
lettuce, removing any obstacles 
in the soil will help to protect 
the plant as it first begins to 
grow. 

Since carrots grow sweeter in 
moist soils, add organic matter 
to the area and water the plants 
frequently while they are young. 
However, more mature carrots 
do not need much water, 

In addition to mulching with 
compost and keeping the soil 
moist, spraying with compost 
tea after the plants have matured

Alabama’s unemployment rate in March dropped to 4.7 percent, 
its lowest level in almost four years, Governor Bob Riley 
announced on. Tuesday. Every county in the state saw a decline in

Between February and March, the number of Alabamians with 
jobs rose by 10,800. As a result, the unemployment rate declined 
from February’s 5.2 percent rate. A year ago, in March 2004, the 
state’s unemployment rate was 5.7 percent. 

The-report shows 102,012 Alabamians were unemployed: in 
March, 10,435 fewer than the number recorded in February and 
19,229 fewer than a year ago in March 2004.

Coffee County community near 
the intersection of Alabama 
Highway 134 and County roads 
545 and 603 last week after a 
two-vehicle car —_ accident 
claimed the life of one county 
resident and injured two others. 

According to Alabama State 
‘Troopers, a two-vehicle acci- 
dent occurred at the intersection 
around 12:30 p.m. Tuesday, 
April 19, when a vehicle driven 
by Billy Samuel Pulliam, age 
18, of Elba collided with a vehi- 
cle driven by’ Margie Reeves 
Windham, age 75,: of Elba. 
Pulliam was injured and 
Windham Was seriously injured;
